Consolidate and amend tlie Laws relating to Juries 
iii Irelaiid. 



HEREAS it is expedient to consolidate and amend the Preamble. 
Laws relating to the Qualification of Jurors and the 
Eormation of Juries in Ireland: Be it therefore enacted 
by the Queen’s most I'lxccllcnt Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
I Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commous, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as 
follows : ‘ ’ 



I. This Act may be cited for all Purposes as the “ Jury Act Sliort Title. 
(Ireland), 1858.” 



10 II. This Act shall come into operation, as regards the Preparation Oominrace- 
of the Lists of Jurors, and the Fonnatiou of the " Jurors Book” and "■'■‘‘“f 
“ .Spccfal Jurors Book,” and the Delivery thereof to the OfBcers 
charged witli the Return of Jm-ors, and the Delivery of Parchments 
or Cards, in the Manner herein-after provided, so soon after the 
15 Jiassing of this Act as the proper Periods for doing those Things 
shall occur ; and the rest of this Act shall come into operation in 
the County and County of the City of Dublin on the First Bay of 
January One thousand eight hundred and fifty nim, and in every 
[Bill 131.] A ' othel 
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ether County, County of a City, and County of a Town on the Fint 
Day of February One thousand eight hundred and, fifty-nme.

III.' In the Construction of this Act (if not inconsistent with its 
Context or Subject Matter) the following Terms shall have the 
Meanings herein assigned to them; that is to say. County^ shall 
include County of a City and County of a Town, aud the City and 
County of Londonderry; “Court” shall mean the Superior Courts 
of Common Law at Dublin, and aU Courts of Assise, Nrsi 1 nus.
